THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART. A selection of more than 160 ceramic 
masterpieces from the ancient, Islamic, medieval, later European, 
pre-Columbian, American Indian, Japanese, Chinese, Korean, and Indian 
collections of the Museum. Through September 5, 1982. 

Gallery A (adjacent to bookstore) : THE ART OF BRONZE. An educational 
exhibition of small bronze masterworks, photomurals, and wall text 
®^plains the three major steps involved in the making of a bronze 
sculpture or relief. Through October 17, 1982. 

Galleries : GRAPHIC HUMOR. More than 50 prints and drawings are 
included in this five century (16th-20th) examination of what makes 
people laugh (or at least smile) . Through August 29, 1982. 

CONTEMPORARY GRAPHICS: A CURATOR'S CHOICE. An exhibition of 30
